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PREFACE 


The General Index to the AMERICAN ANTHROPOLOGIST and to the Memoirs of the American 
Anthropological Association for the years 1939 through 1948 (A. A. Vol. 41-50, Memoirs No. 
53-70) differs from previous indexes for the preceding years. One alphabetization includes an 
author-subject-title index to all articles, as well as to the books reviewed, to the authors of 
the books, and to the reviewers. The book reviews, however, are not indexed as to their sub- 
ect matter. References to the authors and titles of Memoirs, and to the principal subject 
natter of each, will be found. 

It is hoped that a single listing of entries will prove to be easier and quicker for the use of 
the research worker than separate indexes including authors only, subjects only, works re- 
viewed only, etc. Thus under each author’s name will be found the titles of all his articles, 
the titles of the books he has reviewed, and the titles of his own works which have been re- 
viewed in the Anthropologist within the period covered. 

Examples of citations are 42:676, to be read as Vol. 42, page 676, and Mem. 59, referring to 
Memoir No. 59. The “Mc’s” and “‘Mac’s”’ will be found to follow the ““M’s,” alphabetized as 
though all were spelled “Mac.” 

An alphabetical index to all obituaries and death notices appearing in the AMERICAN 

NTHROPOLOGIST from 1888 to 1950, contributed by David I. Silverberg, will be found in the 
appendix.
